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The  foundation  of  the  Medical  Library  of  Pennsylvania  Hospi- 
tal dates  as  far  back  as  the  year  1763.  The  first  medical  book 
possessed  by  the  Hospital  appears  to  have  been  a  gift  from  that 
warm  friend  and  generous  benefactor  of  the  Institution,  Dr.  John 
Fothergill,  and  consisted  of  A71  Experimental  History  of  the  Ma- 
teria Medica,  hy  Wm.  Lewis,  F.  R.  S.,  Lend.  1T61,  presented,  as 
the  record  says,  in  1762,  "  for  the  benefit  of  the  young  students  in 
physic,  who  may  attend  under  the  direction  of  the  physicians." 
The  idea  of  establishing  a  Medical  Library,  in  connection  with  the 
Institution,  having  been  thus  probably  suggested  to  the  officers  of 
the  house,  it  was  carried  into  execution  the  next  year.  As  the 
number  of  students,  attracted  to  the  Hospital  by  its  reputation 
as  a  school  for  clinical  medicine  and  surgery,  had  already,  at  that 
early  period  of  its  existence,  become  of  some  moment,  the  Board 
of  Managers  resolved  to  demand  a  fee  from  them  for  the  privilege 
of  attending  the  wards  of  the  house,  and  consulted  with  the  phy- 
sicians in  regard  to  the  destination  of  the  sum  thus  raised.  These 
gentlemen  (Thos.  Bond,  Thos.  Cadwalader,  Phineas  Bond,  and 
Cadwalader  Evans),  although  having  claim  upon  such  gratuities 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  British  Hospitals,  full  of  scientific 
zeal,  proposed  to  apply  the  money  to  the  foundation  of  a  Medical 
Library  for  the  advantage  of  the  pupils  of  the  Institution.  Con- 
siderable donations  by  friends  of  the  Hospital  soon  formed  a  sub- 
stantial nucleus  for  the  contemplated  collection  of  medical  works. 
In  January,  1767,  Hugh  Roberts  and  Samuel  Neave,  executors  of 
Dr,  Lloyd  Zachary,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  residuary  legatees, 
presented  from  the  doctor's  library  43  volumes  of  medical  works ; 
and  in  the  same  year  were  also  presented  by  Deborah  Morris,  the 
medical  books  of  her  late  brother,  Dr.  Benjamin  Morris,  consisting 
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of  55  volumes,  principally  standard  works  collected  by  Pr.  Mor- 
ris during  his  residence  in  tlie  University  of  Leyden.  Another 
donation  of  books,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds,  was  re- 
ceived, in  the  year  1774,  from  Mr.  Wm.  Strahan,  of  London. 

The  collection  of  books  thus  gained  was  steadily  increased  by 
judicious  purchases  of  works  out  of  the  library  fund,  the  only  in- 
terruption occurring  during  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  when  the 
lovvness  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution  made  important  additions 
to  the  Library  impracticable. 

The  first  Catalogue  was  published  in  the  year  1790,  and  con- 
tained 21  folio  vols.,  77  quarto,  341  octavo,  and  89  duodecimo — 
total  528  vols.  In  the  same  year,  the  Managers  opened  a  cor- 
respondence with  the  celebrated  Dr.  Lettsom,  requesting  him  to 
make  such  selections  of  books  for  the  Library  as  he  thought  pro- 
per. This  confidence  was  not  misplaced;  Lettsom  continued  a 
firm  friend  to  the  Institution  during  his  life,  and  the  Library  is 
much  indebted  to  him,  as  well  for  the  presents  with  which  he  occa- 
sionally enriched  the  collection,  as  the  judicious  manner  in  which 
he  discharged  the  trust  reposed  in  him. 

A  valuable  present  of  books  was  received  in  the  year  1800  from 
Sarah  Zane,  a  wealthy  maiden  lady,  who  inherited  an  extensive 
and  valuable  library,  the  medical  portion  of  which  she  bestowed 
upon  the  Hospital,  ller  donation  comprised  23  folios,  91  quartos, 
6  octavos,  and  22  duodecimos  ;  in  all  142  volumes,  some  of  them 
very  rare,  at  least  in  this  country. 

The  increasing  number  of  the  students  who  attended  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Hospital,  now  afforded  an  ample  fund  for  the  steady 
increase  of  the  Library;  how  faithfully  it  was  applied  may  be  seen 
by  a  comparison  of  the  Catalogue  published  in  1806  with  its  pre- 
decessor of  1790,  and  the  additional  part  printed  in  1793.  The 
prosperity  of  the  library  fund  continued  uninterrupted  many  years, 
during  which  a  surplus  accumulated,  and  large  sums  were  occa- 
sionally granted  from  it  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  charity,  or 
such  particular  objects  as  appeared  to  require  a  special  appropria- 
tion. 

The  principal  object  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  administered 
the  concerns  of  the  Library,  has  always  been  the  acquisition  of 
books  strictly  medical ;  yet  as  the  different  branches  of  natural  his- 
tory assume  the  rank  of  collateral  sciences,  treatises  upon  them 
have  never  been  considered  foreign  to  the  design  of  the  founda- 
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tion.  On  the  decease  of  r>r.  Benjamin  S.  Barton,  late  professor  of 
Materia  Medica  and  Botany  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
his  extensive  and  rare  collection  of  works  on  natural  history  was 
purchased  of  his  widow  at  the  price  of  $2,710. 

Shortly  after  this  important  accession,  a  supplement,  or  second 
part  of  the  Catalogue,  was  published,  comprising  all  the  works 
added  to  the  Library  from  1806  to  1818.  It  is  worthy  of  remark, 
that  during  this  period,  and  for  some  time  afterwards,  the  Library 
was  largely  benefit(3d  by  the  praiseworthy  services  of  Dr.  Thos. 
Parke  and  Mr.  Samuel  Coates,'  who,  during  a  long  life  passed  in 
connection  with  this  Hospital,  never  ceased  to  devote  their  time 
and  talents,  in  a  paramount  degree,  to  the  concerns  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

To  the  year  1829,  the  Library  had  grown  to  such  a  degree,  that 
another  edition  of  the  Catalogue  was  considered  necessary.  This 
was  compiled  by  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Malin,  then  librarian  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  embodied  all  the  former  catalogues.  Eight  years  after- 
wards, in  1837,  a  supplement  to  the  same  was  published,  the 
Library  consisting  then  of  7,300  volumes.  Since  that  time,  the 
average  number  of  volumes,  yearly  added  to  the  Library,  has  been 
160,  so  that  it  contains  at  present  10,500  volumes,  and  is  consi- 
dered now  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  collection  of  medical 
works  in  this  country.  The  perusal  of  its  Catalogue  will  show 
that  it  is  a  fair  representative  of  medical  standard  literature,  parti- 
cularly in  its  English  and  French  part,  a  result  greatly  owing  to 
the  interest  taken  in  the  choice  and  purchase  of  works  by  Mr. 
Malin,  the  former  librarian  and  present  steward  of  the  Hospital, 
and  by  some  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  House. 

The  present  Catalogue  is  an  entirely  new  work,  and  has  been 
compiled  independently  of  its  predecessors.  For  the  old  plan  of 
disposing  the  works  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  names  of  their 
authors,  a  classified  arrangement  according  to  subjects  has  been 
substituted.  The  advantages  of  a  catalogue  raisonne  are  so  evi- 
dent, that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  particularize  them.  Not  only 
the  student  who  is  anxious  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  depth 
and  breadth  of  medical  literature,  but  also  the  medical  writer  in  his 
laborious  research  for  authorities  which  he  might  consult  on  the 
subject  of  his  investigation,  will  derive  material  aid  from  a  work  of 
this  kind. 
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For  the  classification  used  in  the  present  Catalogue,  the  com- 
piler is  essentially  indebted  to  the  Catalogue  Raisonne  of  the 
Library  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Edinburgh,  the  arrangement  of 
which  has  been  followed  out  as  far  as  some  difference  in  the  com- 
pass and  character  of  the  two  libraries  would  permit. 

The  whole  work  has  been  divided  into  four  parts,  viz  :  Medi- 
cine, Science,  Literature,  and  Miscellanies.  Each  part  has  been 
subdivided  into  chapters,  the  first  and  most  important  part  con- 
taining eight  of  them,  viz  :  I.  Anatomy,  including  Human  and 
Comparative  Anatomy  ;  IL  Physiology;  III.  Materia  Medica  and 
Pharmacy,  including  Hygiene  and  Therapeutics ;  IV.  General  Pa- 
thology and  Practice  of  Medicine;  V.  Surgery;  YI.  Midwifery, 
and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children;  VII.  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence and  Medical  Police  ;  and  VIII.  Medical  Literature. 

It  will  be  found,  that  the  classification  and  subclassification  of 
the  different  chapters  coincide,  as  far  as  can  be  in  a  work  of  this 
kind,  with  those  adopted  in  most  systematic  works  on  the  different 
branches  of  medical  and  general  science.  Only  in  those  instances 
where  no  scientific  ground  for  classification  could  be  found,  the 
alphabetical  arrangement  has  been  had  recourse  to. 

For  the  disposition  of  a  book,  not  only  its  title  but  also  its  con- 
tents had  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  In  order  not  to  separate 
a  work  from  others  contained  under  a  certain  subhead,  and  treating 
on  tlie  same  subject,  but  from  different  points  of  view,  its  relation 
to  the  general  head  had  to  be  sometimes  disregarded. 

Titles  which  had- to  be  repeated  frequently,  were  abbreviated  in 
accordance  to  the  head  under  which  they  were  placed,  and  by  this 
measure  unnecessary  incumbrance  of  the  Catalogue  was  avoided. 
The  space  thus  gained  has  been  taken  advantage  of  for  the  cjuota- 
tion  of  monographs,  essays,  &c.,  contained  in  collective  works,  or 
in  appendices  to  larger  treatises.  These  quotations  have  been  ne- 
cessarily confined  to  such  essays,  which  either  were  known  to  have 
been  published  in  a  sepai'ate  form,  or  which,  from  the  nature  of 
their  contents  or  extent,  seemed  to  be  of  some  importance.  Some 
of  these  points  had  to  be  ascertained  by  the  aid  of  bibliographical 
works. 

The  compiler  is  perfectly  aware,  that  his  work  cannot  claim  per- 
fection. With  all  care  and  attention  mistakes  and  deficiencies 
could  hardly  be  avoided.    Not  only  did  the  whole  amount  of 
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tedious  manual  and  intellectual  labor  rest  entirely  upon  himself, 
but  his  work  was  also  frequently  interrupted  by  derangements 
found  in  the  order  in  which  the  books  occupy  the  shelves,  and  in 
consequence  of  the  Library  being  open  to  public  use  during  the 
progress  of  his  work. 

Should  this  Catalogue  Raisonne  serve  t.o  increase  the  usefulness 
of  the  Library,  and  to  augment  the  interest  taken  in  this  valuable 
collection  by  the  medical  profession,  he  will  consider  himself  amply 
rewarded.
